Hailstones as large as. baseballs which struck Muskegon and several other com- 
munities on May 12 were particularly destructive to. automobiles. Tops, hoods, 
trunks and fenders were so severely. dented that in many instances the metal was 
stretched and could not be repaired by bumping. Windshields, window glass and 
headlights were smashed, and body finish was badly scraped. a. 


Losses were estimated to average more than $300 per car. A single company 
paid hail losses to cars totaling more than $150,000 in Muskegon alone. 


In Flint, where a tornado caused approximately 100 total losses, general wind 
damage affected a 12-square-mile area. Television antennas alone represented a 


more than $150,000 insured loss in this area, with approximately 3,000 of them - 


destroyed or damaged.

In several instances automobiles and mobile homes-were torn apart and scattered 
beyond identification, and titles were blown away. With communications circuits 
damaged, and overloaded by the emergency, one company set up special teletype 
circuits to check insurance records with its home office. and to obtain title verifi- 
cations. Another company’s: adjusting crew ioured four badly-damaged -frailer 
parks in a car equipped with radio-telephone, seeking out the company’s insureds, 
clearing records with its home office, and paying losses on the spot. These adjusi- 
ers also ordered new mobile homes for several insureds, and in one storm area had 
new units delivered fo seven families the day after the storm.
